Prisoners 
Hope  for 
Release 


MIAMI  — Only  a “go-ahead" 
from  Fidel  Castro  is  holding  up 
efforts  to  get  1,113  Cuban  invas- 
ion prisoners  freed  and  returned 
here  from  Havana  by  Christmas, 
said  an  informed  source  Tuesday. 

New  York  attorney  James  B. 
Donovan,  chief  negotiator  for  the 
release  of  the  prisoners  captured 
after  the  April,  1961,  Bay  of  Pigs 
invasion  ^attempt,  arrived  here 
last  night  on  a small  private 
plane. 

HE  WAS  met  here  by  three 
other  negotiators,  Alvaro  San- 
chez, Jr.,  Mrs.  Berta  Barreto  and 
Mrs.  Virginia  Betancourt.  All  Cu- 
ban members  of  the  negotiating 
team  have  relatives  among  the 
prisoners,  held  in  Cuba  at  Hav- 
anans Principe  prison  and  on  the 
offshore  Isle  of  Pines. 

The  sources  said  Castro  had 
agreed  to  accept  medicines  and 
baby  foods  in  an  undisclosed  am- 
ount for  the  release  of  the  pris- 
oners instead  of  the  862-million 
in  cash  he  originally  demanded. 

In  Baltimore,  the  freighter  Af- 
rical  Pilot  was  reported  getting 
up  steam  for  a trip  to  Florida  to 
take  on  the  “mercy  cargo"  being 
bartered  for  the  prisoners’  re- 
lease. 

A CUBAN  families  committee 
spokesman  said  the  sudden  spurt 
in  negotiations  activity  stemmed 
from  a phone  call  Donovan  re- 
ceived in  New  York  Monday 
night  instructing  him  to  leave 
for  Cuba  immediately.

Wilkinson 
Urges  Care 
In  Travel 

“Better  to  arrive  a little  late 
happy  than  not  to  arrive  at  all,” 
was  the  advice  given  by  Pres. 
Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  concerning 
holiday  travel  to  students  at  the 
Dec.  17  Forum. 

“During  the  time  we  have  been 
in  this  Forum  Assembly  four  per- 
sons have  been  killed  in  automo- 
bile accidents,”  he  said. 

HE  EXPLAINED  that  he  was 
not  referring  to  accidents  on  cam- 
pus nor  to  BYU  students,  but  was 
merely  quoting  statistics  on  auto- 
mobile accidents  in  the  United 
States. 

“I  mention  this  at  this  time  to 
impress  on  all  of  us  the  extreme 
necessity  of  our  being  more  care- 
ful in  our  driving  and  making 
sure  that  our  parents  do  not  have 
to  go  through  the  agonizing  ex- 
perience of  purchasing  a grave- 
yard marker  for  our  graves,”  he 
said. 

IN  WARNING  students  further 
not  to  sacrifice  safety  for  speed 
he  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  a twelve-month  period  38,000 
individuals  are  killed  in  automo- 
bile accidents.  “That  is  three 
times  the  size  of  the  BYU  stu- 
dentbody,”  he  pointed  out. 

In  urging  that  they  guard  ag- 
ainst fatigue  he  cautioned  them 
against  beginning  earlier  than  6 
a.m.  and  driving  later  than  mid- 
night.

Says  Leighton  Rollins

These  productions  put  on  by  the 
Greek  National  Theater  in  Epido- 
rus  and  Athens,  Greece  are  in 
the  ancient  stone  theaters.
